For this reason all the rubber-trees near 
the rivers have been destroyed .years 
since, and the rubber-hunters have now 
to go five days' journey or more into tho 
forests, crossing swamps aud mountains;, 
before they can find the rubber and bring 
it out on their backs over these rough 
trails. Each succeeding year the quantity 
of rubber gathered is lessened. 
Unle.ss 


the people begin planting rubber trees 
this trade will bee-'ine a thing of the past. 
It has been a matter of surprise that the 
Columbian government does not curry in- 
to effect its regulations against the fur- 
ther destruction of one of its most valu- 
able forest trees. 
The importance of 


the rubbor tree in connection with the 
mauy and useful purposes to which it is 
now applied, can hardly be estimated.

We noted a few days since the attempt- 


ed ftssiisfiination of Dr. (trny, siiperin- 
tcndcnt of the New Y'ork Slate Lunatic 
Asylum at Utica. 
As Dr. Gray lias heeu 


for many years one of onr most regular 
summer visitors, we give the following 
description of the wound:—His most in- 
timate friends vyould find diflicnlty in 
rflcogiriziug hitn did thoy not know that 
they were in his room. In the excitement
